TEXT OF WILSON'S 
LAST MESS AGE TO 
CONGRESS, READ 
THIS AFTERNOON 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—The text 


of President Wilson's 
message 
to 


congress today was as follows: 


"Gentlemen of the congress: 
"When I addressed myself to per- 


forming the duty laid upon the presi- 
dent by the constitution to present to 
you an annual report of the state of 
the union, I found my thot dominated 
by an immortal sentence of Abraham 
Lincoln's. 


"Let us have faith that right makes 


might and in that faith let us dare 
to do our duty as we understand it.' 


"A sentence immortal because it em- 


bodies in a form of utter simplicity 
and purity the essential faith of the 
nation, the faith in which it was con- 
ceived and the faith in which it has 
grown to glory and power. With that 
faith and the birth of a nation found- 
ed upon it game the hope into 
the 


world that a new order would prevail 
thruout the affairs of mankind, an 
order in which reason and right would 
take precedence of covetousness and 
force, and I believe that I express the 
wish and purpose of every 
thotful 


American when 1 say that this sen- 
tence mark's for us in the plainest 
manner the part we should play alike 
in. the arrangement of our domestic 
affairs and in our exercise of influ- 
ence upon the affairs of the world. By 
this faith, and by this faith alone, can 
the world be lifted out of its present 
confusion and despair. 
It was this 


faith which prevailed over the wicked 
force of Germany. 
You will remem- 


ber that the beginning of the end of 
the -war came when the German peo- 
ple found themselves face 
to face 


•with the conscience of the world and 
realized that Hgbf. was everywhere 
arrayed against the wrong that their 
government was attempting to per- 
petuate I think therefore that it is 
true to say that this was the faith 
-which won the war. Certainly this is 
the faith with which our gallant men 
•went into the field and out upon the 
Sssas to make' sure of victory.- r; - 


"This is the mission 
for 
which' 


democracy came Into the world.. Dem- 
ocracy is an. assertion of the right of 
the individual to live and to be treat- 
ed justly as against any attempt of 


• the party or any combination of in- 


dividuals to make laws which will 
overburden him or which will destroy 


..his equality among his fellows in the 
.matter of right or privilege and I 
thinit we all realize that the day has 
come when democracy is being put 
upon its final test. The old" world is 
just now suffering from a wanton re- 
jection by the people of democracy 
and a substitution by the people of 
autocracy as asserted iu the name but 
without the authority and sanction of 
the multitude. This is the time of all 
other's when democracy should prove 
its purity and its spiritual power to 
prevail. It is surely the manifest des- 
tiny of the United States to lead in 
the attempt to make this spirit pre- 
vail. 


"There are two ways in which 


the United States can assist to 
accomplish 
this 
great 
object: 


First by offering 
the 
example 


within her own borders of 
the 


will and power of democracy to 
make and enforce laws which are 
unquestionably just and which are 
equal in their 
administrations— 


laws which secure their'full right 
to labor and yet at the same time 
safeguard the integrity of prop- 
erty, 
and 
particularly 
of that 


property which is devoted to the 
development of industry and the 
increase of the necessary wealth 
of the world. Second. By stand- 
ing for right and justice as to- 
wards individual nations. 
The 


law of democracy is for the pro- 
tection of the weak, and the in- 
fluence of every democracy in the 
world should be for the protection 
of the weak nation which is strug- 
gling toward Its right and toward 
its proper recognition and privi- 
lege In the family of nations. 
The United States cannot refuse 


this role of champion without putting 
the stigma of rejection upon the great 
and devoted men who brot its govern- 
ment into existence a;id established it 
in the face of almost universal oppo- 
sition and intrigue even iu the face of 
\vahto:i force, as, for example, against 
the Orders in Council of Great Britain 
and the arbitrary Napoleonic decrees 
which involved us In what we know 
as the war of 1812. 
I urge you to 


. consider that the display of an imme- 


diate disposition on the part of con- 
gross lo remedy any injustices 
or 


evils that may have shown themselves 
In our national life will afford 
the 


most effectual offset to the forces of 
chaos and tyranny .which are playing 
so disastrous a part in the fortunes 
of the free peoples of more than one 
part of the world. The United States 
Is of necessity tho sample democracy 
of the world, and the

that the United States is the "sample democracy" of the world, - 
and as such is constantly under world scrutiny, President Wood- 
row Wilson in his last congressional message today urged upon 
congress the duty of making this nation the champion of right 
and justice in world affairs. 


Only by rectifying wrongs within our own borders and 


championing the right wherever it is in danger, the president 
pointed out, can the United States fulfill its destiny and keep 
faith with the fathers of the republic. 


The president's message made no mention of the league of 


nations or an international aspect in particular. It was a short 
message and more than half of it was devoted to domestic af- 
fairs.At the last moment President Wilson yielded to the wishes 
of his physician and did hot attempt to go to the capitol and 
deliver the message in person before a joint session of the two 
houses.

from the office of the Secretary of Commerce and Labor for fivej 
midwestern states, Ohio, Michigan, Indiana, Illinois and Wiscon- 
sin.

There is no discounting the importance of the work per-. 


formed by any of the classes named above, Each is a link in j 
our scheme of modern life and ail dependent upon every other 
class. But we believe it is no detraction to "any of the classes 
named to say that most important of all are the three last named 
—and most important of all the one at the foot of the list, the 
teachers who first come in touch with American childhood. 


In a decent issue of McCall's Magazine Mary Badger Wil- 


son says that representative American communities are begin- 
ning to realize "that the indecently low salary scale which was 
steadily depleting the educational forces of the nation was in cf- 
fefet, puncturing the main artery of our civilization and allow- 
ing the life blood to escape." And any appeal or "drive" for 
higher pay for teachers should not'be conducted as a charity 
movement, but a simple plea—or demand—for justice and the 
appeal to the people should never be "save the teachers," but 
"save yourselves." 
- A great deal of talk has been heard the past three or four 


years about the necessity of Americanizing the foreigner. 
The 


importance of this work cannot be overestimated. 
Not only the j 


first generation, but the second generation of foreign born needs 
some transforming power which will .supplant the customs, 
languages and ideals of Continental Europe with those more in 
conformity with ours. 


Upon whose shoulders then, does this work devolve. With 


the children of the foreigner, with the second generation, and 
the third, it is now and always will be largely the task which 
America imposes upon tho elementary and intermediate teach- 
ers in our city schools. In communities like Coshocton there is 
little of this work to do, but in every industrial community there 
"will at least be a minimum of the foreign element in our schools 
and it is the teacher who is entrusted with implanting Ameri- 
can ideals. 


In the cities the task is tremendous. 
According to E. C. 


Vermilliou^ Director of Americanization in Ohio, there are 250,- 
000 foreign born men in this state alone who need instruction 
in English and of this number fully 100,000 speak no English 
at all. A large pei'centuge of these men not only cannot speak 
or read or write English, but they are illiterate. The countries 
of their birth failed to give them even the rudiments oC an edu- 
cation. If we accept them as citizens there goes with such ac- 
ceptance at least the implied obligation, certainly the moral 
obligation, to supply the deficiencies of the Old World. 


First and last, it is largely the problem of the public school, 


altho other voluntary organizations, appreciating the gravity of 
the situation, are coming to the rescue and are assisting in the 
work of Americanizing and educating the adult foreigner. 


Never was this country in graver need oL' competent ef- 


ficient, teachers. 
Never was there-such a dearth. 
All this 


week it is the intention of the national and state school com- 
missioners to impress thU fact on tne minds of our people. The 
appeal has'gone forth to all our professional classes, to the 
ministers, the moving picture companies, to the press and to 
every other American agency that believes in transmitting our 
priceless heritage of free schools unimpaired to the next gen- 
eration to join in urging on the public generally the importance 
of our common school system, the need of more teachers, ih - 
need of higher standards in the teaching prnfo^on r.:d, jack 
of it all, the urgent necessity for better T>..J Lor all teachers. 


As stated above, this is no appeal ior charity. It is a plea 


for simple justice. It is not so mm 1. a case of saving our teach- 
ers as it is of sf<vinr ourselves and saving all that is besfcan 
American iir.titutions. If the q •ulity of instruction in our public 
schools foe» C. .vn ir, t ^ i - decade we may rest assured that the 
quality n .-\rnc- i":11 citizenship in the next decade will descend 
to the same ievej.

made up of many industries, it would 
seem that even men in nigh govern- 
mental position are o,ften at variance 
in what may be regarded as economic 
justice.
